of oxen on the farm, and in many cases for 
no other apparent reason than that fashion 
was running that way. The low price of 
cattle bas precipitated this tendency, but 
that alone does not account for the change 
going on. The speaker still likes oxen on 
the farm, and for two special reasons: 
First, there is work in them; and second, 
there is always some gain. Though prices 
be low and gain small, there is always 
some there if the owner cares for them as 


work and still make gain. Even at present 
prices itis not difficult to get $25 gain in 
value on a pair every six months, or twice 
a year. Not so with the horse team. 
While horses will do some more work, and 
may be all right, provided the farm is large 
enough to give them work all the time, yet 
instead of gain they were growing less in 
value each year, and the last end of a fat 
ox is much better for the owner than the 
last end of an old horse.

Nickerson, ber from K bec, who 
read a most valuable paper on *Manage- 
ment of Cattle Shows,” which was listened 
to with marked interest. 

In the afternoon, the first in order was a 
paper by Dr. ‘I'witcbell, on ‘**How to Make 
Poultry Profitable on the Farm.” While 
this business has not assumed the impor- 
tance in Franklin county that it has in 
some sections of the State, yet it is an 
attachment to every farm, and should be 
carried on in a way to bring the best re- 
sults. How to do this was well presented, 
and commanded a lively interest. Folluw- 
ing the above an hour was speat with the 
question box. During the day all hands 
had been requested to deposit questions on 
such matters connected with the work of 
the day as they wanted information on. 
The Secretary drew these from the box one 
by one, and either considered them himself, 
or called upon others whom he knew to be 
specially posted on the matter in question. 
In this way much needed information was 
obtained in a brief time. Some of the 
questions were as follows: ‘‘At what age 
should steers be fed for fattening?’ This 
of course might call for a full lecture, but 
it gave the opportunity to tersely lay down 
some of the Jaws of feeding that have been 
fully established, one of which is that the 
younger the animal, the greater the growth 
per day, and at the same time, the less the 
feed per day required—a law that, closely 
observed by feeders, would in many cases 
change loss to profit, and bring prosperity 
out of discouragement. “The silo—can it 
not be made instrumental in enlarging 
the stock kept ona farm, and greatly io- 
creasing the profits?’ ‘Ibe best method 
of feeding cows for butter?’ ‘Will mulch- 
ing keep up the productivencss of apple 
orchards?’ These and many other ques- 
tions filled the time to the close most profit- 
ably. 
ine evening exercise opened with a dis- 
cussion on ‘The Orchard on the Farm,” in 
which the points made were, that in our 
farming there is no use that barn manure 
or any other fertilizer can be put to that 
will return so much for the outlay, as to 
put it around a bearing apple tree. Every 
farm should have its orchard, gnd it should 
be properly and attentively cared for. It 
is fruit rather than trees that we are after, 
so it is not so much more trees that is 
wanted, in many cases, as it is better care 
of the trees we have. 

Franklin county is getting the best of 
fruit, and selling it at the very highest 
prices, with the good old kinds that have 
been so long grown among us. Why, then, 
run recklessly after the new kinds they 
know little about? Go slow on new vari- 
eties, save only for experimental purposes. 
The exercises closed with adecture by Dr. 
Twitchell, on “Condifions of Success on 
the Farm.” Save the disappointment in 
lecturers, the meeting was a grand success 
throughout. The members of the board 
and other visitors were tendered a cordial 
hospitality by the people of the vicinity.

There are to be found many fine Short- 
horn cows aMoDg the farmers of Jay, Wilton 
and vieinity, and from which are raised a 
large number of the choice white-faced 
steers for which the locality is justly cele- 
prated. These cows are deep milkers as 
well as good stock cows, and in the impor- 
tant matter of income, will stand well up 
side of any other breed. 


L. 8. Robinson, Warren, is the pioneer of 
modern Jersey dairyingin Knox county, and 
a very creditable example he has been set- 
ting to his fellow farmers. His herd is now 
made up of twelve cows, mostly pure bred. 
Plans to have cows fresh in winter are con- 
stantly in the mind of this energetic farmer. 
Last year from nine cows he scold one ton 
of butter and in addition selling two days’ 
milk each week. His receipts for milk, 
new and sour, exceeded $500, while his 
gross receipts overrun $800. In his tests 
of individuals one cow yielded 1444 Ibs. in 
seven days, while the full year’s record for 
another was 400 lbs, Aiming to lift his 
entire herd to this standard he is reaping 
success and demonstrating to Knox county 
that there is profitin progressive agricul- 
ture under methods which prevail to-day. 
His method of feeding is good hay anda 
well balanced grain ration made up of corn 
meal, shorts and oil meal. Such instances’ 
of progressive work cannot be multiplied 
too much. 


Foreign Markets for Dairy Products. 


Hon. J. R. Dodge, the statistician of the 
Department of Agriculture at Washington, 
gave an address before the New York 
dairymen at the annual meeting of their as- 
sociation, from which we take facts and 
tigures of much importance as bearing up- 
on this industry 

it is natural, he claims, in an era of low 
prices, that enlargement of demand should 
be sought in the hope of amelioration of 
values. Competition in production leads to 
excess or surplus, which tends to reduction 
of price. Consumption can be stimulated 
to strengthen demand, both in domestic 
and in foreign trade. The former is the 
wider fleld, because occupied exclusively ;

we may share, while we cannot MOonopolze, 
foreign markets, at least so far as fo sup- 
ply deticiencies in foreign production.

facts as they exist in the dairy world, is the 


necessity of improvement in quality, a 
deference to the preferences of foreign con- 
Sumers, and protection against deteriora- 


tion in transit. A feilure to consult the 
tastes, even the whims of consumers as to 
quality and form of package, will defeat 
the introduction of butter. 
There is room for improvement by the 
reat majority of our butter makers, and 
all the greater need of it now because of 
the active interest in dairy education In all 
Parts of the world. The United States 
Should take the lead in the application of 
Sclence to industria! art, and in technical 
Skill to secure the highest practical results 
in appliances for economizing labor. The 
€xXportation may be extended in both but- 
ter and cheese by a strict separation and 
lsolation of the substitute trade, the avold- 
ance of deterioration in quality, and a 
Constant eflort to increase the proportion 
Of superior grades. The consumption of 
Cheese at home and abroad may be in- 
Creased by skill and facility in producing 
new forms and qualities, keeping abreast 
of the progress of the age in weeting the 
tastes and preferences of the age fur fancy 
Styles and varieties. Improvement in all 
dairy products is feasible, and is neceseary 
to the largest consumption in both the 
domestic and foreign trade.

Will Sweet Cream Butter Keep? 


The question is often asked whether butter 
made from sweet cream will keep as well 
&8 that from ripened cream process. Here- 
tofore the question has not been answered, 
for the reason that no one knew. An ex- 
periment to test the keeping quality of 
Sweet and sour cream butter was begun at 
the lowa Experiment Station in December 
1889, and was completed in August last. 
The two tubs were stored in a cellar at 46 
degrees without ice, and kept in the cellar, 
Until June 20, when the temperature rose to 
86 degrees and they were packed on ice. 
At the end of four months, both tubs were 
found to be sweet. At the end of six 
months the sweet cream butter was in the 
better condition. After hardening up on
